Washingtoa. D. C, April iS.— 
Has the new protective tarifi helped 
the farmer in the way of giving him 

better prices?. It was shown re- 
cently that since the adoption of 
the new tariff the importation of 
farm products had been greatly re- 
duced. That is good enough as 
far as it goes. It is also easy to 
show that the exportation ot farm 
productions has greatly increased 
as compared with last year, which 
is also good as tar as it goes. But 
IS the farmer getting better prices 
for his productions sincf ihe en- 
actment of the new tariff law? 
Everybody knows, of course, that 
prices have advanced within the 
last year or two, (specially since 
the country rejected the frca coin- 
age proposition, and advertised to 
the world that it proposed to stand 
on a sound money basis. But it 
is important to the average farmer 
who wants to consider this ques- 
tion intelligently, to know how the 
range of prices is comffhred with 
the date of the adoption of the aew 
tarifi law, nearly nine months ago. 

Fortunately, it is practicable to 
supply llie information and it 
shows that in nearly every article 
of farm production there has been 
an advance in prices since the en- 
actnent of the Dinglay law. Brad- 
streets', which is aa accepted au- 
thority, publishes from time to time 
tables sliovs ing 1 the prices in New 
York and other great business cen- 
ters, of various articles of farm pro- 
ductioc, also varisus articles of 
general consumption by farmers 
and other people. These tables 
quote the prices of articles in ques- 
tion at the beginning of each moath 
considered. The new tariff act 
went into operation luly 26, and 
by comparing the prices that ex- 
isted at the beginning of that 
month with those at the beginning 
of the present month, it is practica- 
ble 'to determine whether or not 
the new tariff law is making itself 
felt in its effect upon the prices of 
farm products. If there were ad- 
vances in only an occasional article 
It might be assumed that they could 
not properly be accredited to the 
new tariff law. But this is not the 
case; for an examination of the list 
of articles of farm production shows 
that practically every one of them 
has advanced in price since the be- 
ginning of the month in winch the 
new law went into opi ration. 

Read the following table and sec 
for yourselves. The prices quoted 
are those ot the New York markets 
exoapt in cases where other places 
are specified:

While the above table shows 

that the prices of practically all ar- 
ticles of farm production have ad 
vanced since the enactment of the 
tariff law, it is also found that many 
articles used by farmers, or at least 
in the transportation of their pro 
ductions, have fallen since the 
adoption of the new tariff law, thus 
giving them the double advantage 
of a higher price for their own pro- 
ductions and a lower price for those 
which they must buy. The follow- 
ing table shows the prices of arti- 
cles used by the farmers or utilfzed 
by those engaged in the transpor- 
tation of their productions.

Last Sunday 's Courier |ournal contained 
this excellent article 00 wbat constitutes 
contraband of war, and as ii refers to the 
product of our miners we here give the 
tbe article in full: "In a former article 
in these columns it was staled that there 
waa coasideraltia differenca ol imiaion aa 
to wbat conslitoles contraband of war. 
This disagreement is of special interest 
just now with reference to coal. 

"The older writers on international law 
laid down the principle that all articles 
suitable to b« used in war are always con- 
traband; that tboae usafal only for civil 
pnrpooM ara noror^aoalrbaad, and that 
iboM ol iadiseriauaalo uo ia poaca aad 
war may or may aol bo coalrabood, ac- 
cording to tbe particalar circamataacea of 
tbe war. Later decisioBi have done some- 
Ibiag to deHoe more clearly what articles 
are coniraband, and in general Ibey are 
more liberal than formerly. At tbe same 
time changes in war methods have altered 
the relative imporlanoa of particular com- 
otodiUas. 

"Maallioas of war ara eonirabaad. 
This indades arms, ammunition, gun car- 
riages, wagons for transporting ammuni- 
tion, belts, scabbards, holsters and the 

like Ii also inrluiles vessels built for use 
in w.ir and certain articles almost excliis- 
ivi ly used for military purposes, such av 
tbe materials for gunpowder. When we 
come to manufactnrad articlaa Iba term 
contraband will iaclndo maals, spars, 
rudders, cordage and othar things useful 
to vessels of war. Tbaea principles were 
laid down when navies consisted ol wooden 
sailing vessels Now, howevtr. ihf-y are 
mainly iron or steel sle.iMier.s. ami the 
doctrine with reference lo sail and niasis 
applies witb equal reason to manoe 1 n- 
ginas, boiler plales, icraw propellers and 
tbe Ilka. Bnt all thaae ara utterly useless 
for naval purposes wiihont coal. It is 
coal that furnishes the power to move the 
machinery and tbe ship itself. A 
neutral who furnishes coal lo a war^ibip 
virtually furnishes the ship and cargo, 
armament and crew, since suppi) ing coal 
makes all of these effectual, when without 
it Ibey would be innocuons. 

Great tiriiian, with her great naval in- 
terests, was prompt to discern the great 
change wrought by tbe revolution in sbip 
building, and made the suggestion that 
coal ought to be treated as contraband of 
war. It is true ibat Great Biiiian is well 
supplied witb coaling stations, but then, 
with her great navy, her need ior tbem is 
also greater, and it is by no means certain 
that the role she proposed would not be 
embofassing lo bar in case of war. In 
tba Aoalrian and French war in 1839 and 
in our civil war Great Britian acted for 
the jDOSt part upon the idea that coal was 
contraband. In the Franco-Prussian wtr 
there was complaint from Uismarck Ibat 
coal wa& sbipptKl from English lo I'rench 
ports, but Great Britain said that this coal 
had to run its chances of the German war- 
ships, or, in other words, it was lawful 
prise, if laizad.
